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The 1992 edition of the Language and Cultural Minorities Resource Catalog is a revised and 
expanded version of a similar catalog published in 1985 and 1988. The present edition lists 
nearly one thousand print and non-print materials for use in Maine schools where close to 
6,000 children of linguistic minorities are enrolled. 

There are 20 sections in the catalog, ranging from Afghan to Vietnamese, and from bilingual 
education to Biglish as a second language. Each resource is recommended for use with 
different groups: parents and community, teachers, administrators, or students at the 
elementary, middle/junior high, and secondary levels. Some resources focus on instructional 
methods and techniques. 

All materials are available free of charge. Non-print materials and lengthy print materials may 
be loaned for a reasonable period of time. Materials may be requested by using the order form 
in the back of the catalog. The department encourages use of the resources listed here as one 
of the many ways our educators can serve the needs of language minority children in the state.
